LETTER 

Dear Sir: 

The Examiner is thanked for his telephone call of earlier today. 

With regard to the appropriateness of "use" claims, the Examiner's attention is 
respectfully directed to MPEP706.03 (d), and in particular to the reference to H 7.34.06, 
which indicates that a use claim is acceptable as long as it recites positive steps 
"delimiting how this use is actually practiced". Applicant respectfully submits that this is 
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the case with newly submitted use claim 69, which recites at least thre positive steps, 
namely that the cleaning composition is brought to a temperature at which cleaning is to 
take place, that the cleaning composition is agitated to form an emulsion, and that the 
cleaning composition is brought into contact with an article that is to be cleaned while 
the cleaning composition continues to be agitated to maintain the emulsion. 

Therefore, in view of the aforementioned MPEP Section 706.03(d) as well as 
2173.05(q), both of which indicate that the use claim is not indefinite as long as it recites 
positive steps delimiting how the use is actually practiced, applicant respectfully 
requests that the Examiner reconsider his position with regard to the use claims.
